The funeral of the lats Eric Owen 
Taylor, Med. '24, is being held thi;- 
morning at 10.30 at the Church of St.

Opened by Sir Arthur Currie as Gov- 
ernor-General, and with Mr. J. C. Hac- 
kett, K.C, honorary member for Fron- 
tenac, as Speaker of the House, the Mock 
Parliament held its hrst session last night, 
at which the Government was defeated 
on the question of an amendment to the 
Speech from the Throne, concerning pri 
vate ownership of railways, by a count 
of 148 to 139 in favor of the Opposition, 
the Constitutional Party. 

The evening was a signal success. The 
Union ball-room was jammed and the 
ladies' gallery was overflowing, mvy 
of the co-eds having to find room on the 
main floor. Among the members of 
the faculty present were Dean Laing and 
Miss Hurlbatt. 

Sir Arthur Currie, with a bodyguard 
furnished by the C.O.T.C., opened the 
session. The stern rigid routine of 
parliamentary custom, the Sergeant-at 
Arms, the Clerk of the House, and the 
Mace, all added a dignity which was 
strangely in contrast with the spirits of 
the students. 

The speeches of the members were 
varied. Some were strictly humorous 
while others were of a more serious na 
turc on more serious topics. R. K. 
Jones was particularly impressive when 
he spoke of the great loss suffered by the 
university through the deaths of Eric O. 
Taylor and H. Iloltham, and expressed 
the deep sympathy fell Dy students to 
wards the families of the deceased 

During the debate the House was rude- 
ly disturbed by the forced entry of sev- 
eral rather "Bolshcviki-looking" laborers 
who were, with considerable difficulty, 
ejected. So unexpected was their ap- 
pearance and so well- did the men carry 
out their parts that the incident was 
highly amusing. 

Both the Prime Minister, in the person 
of R. K. Jones, and V. Barre as leader 
of the Opposition delivered well directed, 
telling speeches. V. Barré spoke in a 
most telling manner which proved him 
to be a speaker far above -the average. 

To Fortune must go the honors of the 
evening for the most humorous oration. 
Though at times he might have trespass- 
ed over th eboundary of good taste, his 
remarks were extremely amusing. His 
jokes always seemed spontaneously and 
always relevant to the subject. 

Among the speakers during the evening 
were Brewer, J. O'Brien, Gaboury, For- 
tune, Spector, Cohen and many others. 

After J. C. Hackett, K.C, had been 
nppointed Speaker of the House, the cus- 
■omary three' knocks were heard at the 
!oor and the Governor-General in the 
person of Sir Arthur Currie, was ad- 
mitted to the House by the Sergcant- 
nt-Arms. He ascended the Throne 
ind proceeded to read the "Speech from 
•he Throne, which incorporated the main 
ideals of the Progressive Party of the 
McGill Mock Parliament. The address 
was written and prepared by the late 
premier, R. K, Jones, and outlined the 
policy of the Government to be pcrsued 
during this session. It included the

A TEST FOR McGILL. 



McGill is on trial to-day as surely as she has ever been tested on 
gridiron or by contest. This afternoon lectures are being suspended 
for the purpose of tendering a fitting welcome to Admiral Sims, of 
the United States. Our University is acting as his host in at- 
tempting to do hiin honour; our University is representing to him 
'the sentime.nts of its Corporation — in no small way indicative of 
the feeling of Canada — in conferring upon him the degree of Doc- 
tor of Laws. The spirit of the Campus in the ceremony will be 
manifested, not so much by the actual proceedings, as by the pro- 
portion of the student body who attend the convocation. In this 
matter there can be no doubt but that the undergraduates -are in 
full and hearty accord with the actions of the Faculty ; their 
unanimity must be demonstrated not by unassertive acquiescence, 
but by unrestricted support in the form of a record attendance 
when the gathering is called to order. Whether the impression 
which remains with our visitor after he leaves McGill be one of a 
large hall, sparsely filled with students, and of scattered applause ; 
or, whether it be one of a crowded meeting place, scarce capable of 
holding the many who congest its corners, and of genuine, un- 
stinted college enthusiasm, rests upon the individual undergraduate. 
McGill will be judged to-day; she will not be found wanting. 



THE MOCK PARLIAMENT. 



The first Mock Parliament of the students of McGill can be 
called, unreservedly, a success. The Mock Parliament held last 
night could hardly be described, even by the most discriminating, 
as falling short of the expectations it had aroused. There was a 
most satllifj'ltVg^-number of students and outsiders present, reach- 
ing a total in the neighbourhood of six hundred— the accommoda- 
tion of the hall being taxed to care for the attendance. Many 
speakers took their place on the floor, most of the addresses being 
of an impromptu nature, and being all the more commendable on 
that account. There was a marked contrast to the opening of last 
year in the respect of the introduction of burlesque, and it is on this 
one point that criticism might be raised. One endeavour of a Mock 
Parliament, as its title implies, is to amuse; but in attaining this 
end the other aim of its institution must not be neglected— that of 
affording opportunity for public speaking. Certainly undue atten- 
tion to either of these objectives' detracts from the merit of the 
Mock Parliament. The sitting last evening tended towards the 
first, but was excusable on the grounds that it was the inaugural 
meeting, and justifiable on the response elicited from the gallery 
and the House. The two leaders deserve congratulation on the 
outcome of their efforts, as exemplified last night, as also on the 
methods of "stumping" employed about the campus in an attempt 
to provoke interest in the a?air.

GOVERNMENT DEFEAT 
ED BY OPPOSITION.

abolition of hanging as a form of capital 
punjshmcnt; the increase of the standing 
army; the continuation of the present 
system of government ownership of 
railways ; the construction of a perman- 
ent trans-continental highway and kindred 
activity: the institution of intelligence 
tests for all university professors; pro- 
vision for their exchange to remote coun- 
tries ; amendments to the Marriage Law ; 
amendment to the present system of im- 
migration and importation, so that in- 
creased activity may be experienced ill 
both these denartmeijfs. 

The debate began with the Leader of 
the Opposition asking the Speaker of 
the Government if he had taken over a 
certain local paper. The Prime Min- 
ister retorted by saying, "Yes, he had and 
had appointed the Leader or the Opposi- 
tion as editor of it." 

The Hon. Mr. Consens rose to move 
the adoption of the Speech from the 
Throne. He briefly outlined the policy 
of his party. Parts of his address 
drew forth cheers from the House. 

Fortune, in a humorous speech, second 
ed the motion. He, like the former 
speaker, ennumeratcd several of the 
planks in the Progressive platform. He 
took up the naval question, pleading for 
the increase of the. navy personnel from 
three to five. He thought that some 
of the navy rules should be changed. 
For example, if the captain would marry, 
his wife might act as cook, as everyone 
knew the navy must be fed. 

The Clerk of the House rose and gave 
the first reading to two bills. One the 
Militia Bill, anolher a Bill to form the 
Pneumatic Company of Canada. The 
constitution of the aforesaid rompnny 
was set forth at length. 

The Leader of the Opposition rose to 
make his speech . He said he wished to 
speak on Principle. There is a plank 
in the Government's platform which 
to do away with Capital Punishment. 
Rather than this, said Barre, "we want 
more hanging." Talking about the 
standing army, Barre said it stood too 
much. He hoped that every private 
would be provided with a folding sofa 
and the officers with davenports. Also 
there had been a piank in the Govern- 
ment's platform to exchange prot essors 
with foreign countries. He said that 
Judging from some of the countries and 
some of the professors, he thought the 
more remote some of the countries were 
the better. Concluding, Barré stated 
that he thought that the policy of the 
Government was too much one of dream 
, ers and idealists. 

He desired that the Speech from the 
<*" Throne be amended so that that part of 
the Speech dealing with government 
ownership of railway's be struck out and 
private control and ownership be insert- 



to call another man a iii.r in the House. 
The speaker replied that this was correct 
and asked the Leader of the Govern- 
ment to explain his remaries. At this 
the Prime Minister stated that the Op- 
position should have allowed him to fin- 
ish his sentence. He was going to say 
that lawyers are legal but so conscience 
stricken were the members of the law 
faculty that when they heard the pause 
after the words "lawyers are I ... . 
they immediately thought he was going 
to say "liars", no so, he contended, say- 
ing "legal". However, one is entitled 
to one's opinion. In this case it might 
em the Prime Minister's defence was 
rather weak. 

Before he had concluded his address 
there was a disturbance noticed in the 
House. A Bolshcviki of the worst type, 
frock tail coat and beard, etc., some sort 
a Turkish person, and a farmer, broke 
The entrance of these individuals 
along with a policeman,- -caused such a 
commotion in the House that the affair 
was not clearly understood.

\rms escort outside any people who were 
not duly elected members of the House.

While searching through the various 
collegiate periodicals to secure ma- 
terial for the Exchange column, the 
"Daily" discovered a very interesting 
letter in the Alumni News of the Flor 
ida Alligator." This letter, written by 
Mr. Harry R. De Silva, of the Dc 
partment of Psychology, to Dr. Mur- 
phree, of the University of Florida, 
was turned over to the "Alligator" 
for publication. It is as follows: 
McGill University, Montreal, Can. 

Oct. 16, 1922. 

Dear Dr. Murphree: 

Am very comfortably -settled in the 
dormitory of the Central Y. M. C. A. 
and have finished my second week of 
lecturing at McGill., Everything 
most interesting and novel and en- 
joyable. 

Professor Tait, my superior, is 
hustler- and a most congenial taan to 
co-operate with. Also have found 
several very agreeable friends in the 
Arts Faculty., 

I have four classes. From my point 
of view, being raised in a non co-ed 
school, my class of '35 girls in Gen 
eral Psych, is most interesting. As 
sure you it was quite a new experi 
ence and still enjoy the novelty of it 
Moreover, having Gym class after my 
hour, they turn out arrayed in cos 
tumes thus. (Here Pete encloses 
small snapshot of the girls in Gym 
suits.) This perhaps, at least for the 
first lecture was the outstanding nov- 
elty. 

From thy point of view of time 
my class of over 200 students 
Medical school is most expensive 
They are last year students and about 
three quarters of them exceed me, or 
at least they appear to exceed me in 
age. Naturally I have to rely on 
knowledge and not on appearance in 
such a case. The summer course 
Harvard Medical School in Psycho 
logy has aided me greatly, and my 
knowledge of this enables me to im- 
press 'cm once in a while. Hope to 
get off a hypnotic demonstration next 
week which should add interest as 
well as prestige. The course is en 
titled Abnormal Psychology, thougl 
of course the most part is devoted 
mainly to rudimentary expérimenta 
psychology, as medical students here 
as is generally the case everywhere 
are sorely lacking in . phychological 
foundation and appreciation of much 
data in our domain. 

Other two courses arc in Social Psy 
cholog yan'd in the Introductory Lab 
course. 



One of the most hotly contested sec- 
tors in the war between the proponents of 
classic art and the exponents of modern 
expression is that where the lovers of 
grand opera and the modern jazz hounds 
cross swords.

And 
still the modern folk listen to the new 
music buy it for their phonographs in 
preference to the classic records and 
apologize all the while for their taste, 
The situation indicates that there is some 
thing in the new music which reaches 
to the inmost feelings of the people. 

Criticism of new experiments in all art 
is not always stimulated merely because 
the revolutionary artists violate the tra- 
ditional and accepted theories of what 
constitutes artistic expression but because 
they develop deeply exaggerated and 
bizarre elements in their creations. The 
strident repetition and the sharp articu 
lation of the melodies are responsible 
for the criticism which jazz music is in- 
curring from those who have been taught 
to appreciate a soothing rhythm or a ma- 
jestic theme judiciously worked to a 
climax and as Judiciously mellowed to 
finale. 

Modern music has fallen heir to more 
than the ordinary amount of these ills 
from its predecessor, rag-time. No 
doubt this Is owing? to the hectic, un- 
natural demands of the habitues of the 
dance halls and amusement places where 
it has been developed, and where the 
disastrous effects of a modern age of in- 
dustrialism are seen at their worst in 
the abnormal craving for novelty and ex 
cttement. . . 

The goodness or badness of an art is 
usually judged by the reality with which 
it interprets the life of its ags, and in 
this respect jazz music seem: to fulfill 
the needs of the people of today. In 
dustrialized folk music! It has been 
called by William S. Schultz, writing 
m The Nation, Oct. 18.

EXPERIENCES OF 
DE PAUWGRADUATE 

Civil Wars Chief Occupation 
of People 



If you lived in the small republic of 
Latvia, on the shores of tin: Baltic, you 
would say that there had been wars 
since 1918 which have been more import- 
ant than the world war. Joseph J. 
Somerville, a graduate of DePauw Uni- 
versity, class of 1912, who has just re- 
cently returned to America after serving 
as Senior Secretary of the American 
Y.M.C.A. in Latvia, says that to the 
Latvian the most important conflicts in 
history have been the two which took 
place within the borders of that country 
in the past few years. In one, Latvia 
volunteer army composed of farmers and 
peasants, and lead in some cases by stu- 
dents, drove out the Bolshcviki. In 
another they prevented the attempted in 
vasion of the Junker forces of Van dcr 
Goltz and Bcrinondt. 

Latvia is small, about the size of West 
Virginia, and its population is barely that 
Of the city of Philadelphia, which is 
about 2,000,000. Mr. Somerville points 
out that this little country, formerly a 
. part of Russia, is suffering from the great 
losses of life and property due to the 
war, and the lack of capital, and yet is 
•tanding firmly against the persistent 
efforts of Bolshevism, and in this way 
h serving the larger countries of West- 
em Europe. It is able to do this be- 
cause the people are ôf a high average 
of intelligence; there is very little illiter- 
acy, and the people are industrious and 
thrifty. 

Economic and social conditions are 
remarkably good, considering the vast 
handicap imposed by the various wars 
of recent years. The Government is 
improving its schools and universities, re- 
storing, as rapidly as it can, its manu- 
facturing industries and building rail- 
ways. 

Mr. Somerville was born and lived in 
Muncie until his graduation from De- 
Pauw University in 1913. Tn 1918 Mr. 
.Somerville went on through Siberia, in 
both army and civilian work for the 
American Y.M.C.A. in Vladivostok.
